Notwithstanding the indiscretions of certain 
sensational correspondents with this army, who find 
nothing to write unless it is something improper for 
communication, I still refrain from mentioning even 
‘where headquarters are located, and saying nothing 
‘of the dispositions of the various corps composing the 

army. 

"The chief item. of interest now prevailing here are 
the vigorous work being prosecuted by our cavalry, 
and their almost uniform success, together with the 
earnest endeavors made by the commanding Genera! 
t ferret out the position of the enemy, his strength 
and his designs. 

‘Whatever may be thie feélings bf fhe poor Pennsyl- 
vanians, who draw their retaforcements to expel in- 
vaders mainly from New-Jersey and New-York, there 
is more reason than ever for saying that there can be 
mo considerable force of the enemy north of the Po- 
somec, and that to-day there is even less than there 
has been for a week past. —

Fortu- 
nately we have fresh and well-tried treops to throw 
against them ; provided they do make a stand, no one 
here for a moment doubts what the, result will be. 
Our cavalry, as at present managed, has proved its 
invincibility ; the men have confideace in themselves 
and their officers have confidence in them, and ex- 
perience has taught them that they are fully equal to 
any force the enemy can bring against them. 

After. the action at Aldie yesterday, the bodies of 
some 27. privates and three. officers, belonging to 
Srvuanz’s command, were found upon the field and 
buried. Seventeen dead bodies were found near the 
haystecks.., It is known: also that the. rebels carried 
off many of their dead during the action, by balancing 
the bodies across horses. Their loss in xilled and 
wounded must have been very heavy. The reports 
of the dierent regiments to the Medical Director, as 
1am informed by Sargeon Pauips, makes our loss 
in wounded alone 121,. We lost. but few. prisoners, 
The enemy at one time had fifty or more at one point, 
but they were recaptured ia the charges made up the 
Snicker’s ‘Gap roed—in which work the New-York 
Pourth particularly distinguished itself. Some of 
these prisofers assert that the rebel officers in sev-
